$4,000,000 shipping subsidy for 
Alaska. Skinner voiced the coun- 


ter-ccharge that Gov. Ernest 
Gruening was the principal advo- 
cate of the subsidy for the rival 
operation, 

Acknowledges Holdings. 

Skinner, florid-faced with gray- 
ing hair, spent many hours on the 
witness stand. He was dressed 
jauntily in a blue sports suit with 
matching tie and handkerchief, 
He did not fit the story-book de- 
scriptions of the men who domi- 
nate shipping in Alaska’s 27-foot 
rip tides. 

Skinner said he was the princi- 
pal stockholders in Skinner & 
Eddy, a Seattle Corporation which 
owns all the capital stock of the 
Alaska Steamship Co., the only 
fleet which the Maritime Commis- 
sion permits to have access to 
Alaskan ports. However, Skinner 
explained that the chief business 
of the firm of Skinner & Eddy 
was aba broker for Alaska canned 
salmon, 

At this point Malcolm D. Miller

The Government, 
meanwhile, continued to fly re- 
inforcements to Changchun from 
the south Manchurian city of 
Mukden. 

Government planes were gaid to 
be strafing Reds in the Kirin 
area, hitting hardest at artillery 
positions. One report said air- 
craft caught a column of Commu- 
nists on a highway west of the 
city, leaving many dead.

DEALERS EXPECT NO BOOST

Price Curbs to Be Lifted Tomorrow Mid- 
night Public Is Warned Against 
Panic Buying.

Sugar dealers here expect no 
increase in price to follow the lift- 
ing of price control at midnight o- 
morrow provided there is no ex- 
tensive panic buying on the part 
of the public. 


They said supplies were ample 
for the rest of this year and that 
the price. to refiners was still 
fixed at the current level through 
government ownership of the bulk 
o: the supply. 

Sugar rationing began in April 
1942 and ended last June 12 but 
price control was continued yntil 
midnight of Oct. 31. The retail 
price varied from 9.5 cents to 11 
cents a pound depending on the 
size of the retailer and the mark- 
up permitted him. 


M. K. Paskal, of the brokerage 
firm of Paskal-Morris Co., said 
only “scare” buying by the public 
could create a-temporary scarcity 
that might give some retailers an 
opportunity to raise prices. 

“The truth is,” he said, “that 
price control is still a fact at the 
refiners’ lev This results from 
the fact that practically all avail- 
able raw sugar supplies for this 
year are owned by the Commodity 
Credit Corp. at a price of $6.32 a 
hundredweight. This automatically 
sets the refiners’ level at $8.40 
per hundredweight, F.O. B. sea- 
board. 

Futures Sales at Discount. 

“Thus, there is no reason to 
raise the price above $8.40 as long 
as raw sugar supplies are assured 
by the Government at this fixed 
price. An anticipation of greater 
supplies next year is indicated by 
the fact that raw sugar for deliv- 
ery next year is selling at a dis- 
count.” j 

Paskal emphasized that house- 
wives, by normal buying on a 
week-to-week. basis, could assure 
a continued supply at the current 
price, A check of several large 
groceries indicated no abnormal 
drain was being imposed on cur- 
rent supplies thus far.

Miss Vivien Kellems, 5l-year old 
president of Kellems Co. of West- 
port, Conn., said before a Town 
Hall audience that “we must have 
polygamy or unmarried millions 
of women must be given equal 
chances with men for jobs. 

“The working girl is at a dis- 
advantage in this so-called man’s 
world,” she said, “and there are 
millions more women than men in 
this country.” 

Unmarried herself, Miss Kel- 
lems pointed out that since there 
“obviously” are not enough men 
to go around, single women have 
to work, to eat. , 

“Unfortunately we do not live 
in a utopia where every girl is 
reasonably sure of getting a hus- 
band to support her. Many wom- 
en work for exactly the same 
reason that men do—bécause they 
have to.” 

Miss Kellems main contention 
was the “restrictive” laws passed 
against women workers, and 
she added that “if every man who 
advocates laws making it more 
difficult for women to work had 
to be responsible for the support 
of one of these women—he might 
not orate so emphatically.” 

As it is now, polygamy is the 
only answer, Miss Kellems said.

O., concern. There's plenty of 
oil,” the firm announced, “but it’s 
miles from Ohio.” The same is 
true of Missouri, O’Brien said. 
“An unorganized trade condition 
exists in respect to oil heating,” 
O’Brien said. “Most of those sell- 
ing equipment do not sell fuel 
and in most cases those who buy 
equipment have no assurance 
they'll get any fuel.“ 

The bureau suggested that those 
with a guaranteed fuel supply 
should do their utmost to con- 
serve it so more would be avail- 
able for others. The bureau also 
is conducting a campaign to make 
equipment distributors indicate to 
prospective customers that fuel 
probably will not be available for 
units purchased now.

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UE ADMINISTRATOR PLAN 
IS CONSIDERED BY JUDGE 


Sentner Opponents Propose Appointment 
After He Is Declared Elected 
Union District Head. 


Appointment of an administra- 
tor for District 8, CIO United 
Electrical, Radio and Machine 
Workers, was being considered by 
Circuit Judge Francis E. Wil- 
liams during a hearing before 
him on a disputed union election 
which returned William Sentner, 
an avowed Communist, to the of- 
fice of district president. 

The appointment was suggested 
informally today by Dan P. Rear- 
don, attorney for a right-wing 
group of candidates, who obtained 
an order against the district’s 
election committee to show cause 
why the committee members 
should not be enjoined from tabu- 
lating ballots in the election. 

The ballots were tabulated yes- 
terday behind locked doors while 
a deputy sheriff attempted to 
serve a court order restraining 
the members. 

“In view of this morning’s sug- 
gestion,” Judge Williams said “I 
am going to declare a 15-minute 
recess to afford opposing counsel 
an opportunity to confer. I have 
in mind, perhaps, the parties can 
work out some solution that will 
enable the union to function and 
preserve everybody's rights.” 

Earlier he had said he wanted 
briefs from both parties on a mo- 
tion to dismiss the plaintiffs’ pe- 
tition and would probably adjourn 
the hearing for two weeks for 
that purpose. 

Reardon successfully fought mo- 
tions by John R...Stockham, at- 
torney for the election committee, 
and Morris J. Levin, attorney for 
Sentner and three of his fellow 
officers, to quash the restraining 
order. 

Thereafter, the defendants filed 
motions to dismiss the petition. 
It was these motions the judge 
referred to when he asked for 
briefs. Reardon, meanwhile, said 
he joined the defendants in a re- 
quest for appointment of a cus- 
todian of the ballots pending an 
official count. 

Following completion of the 
committee’s tabulation yesterday 
afternoon, Sidney Berger, another 
attorney for the election commit- 
tee, announced the count showed 
that Sentner had been re-elected 
president of the district, The 
count, which included votes cast 
at a reopening of the ballot boxes 
in the Evansville (Ind.) local, the 
legality of which is being contest- 
ed by Sentner’s opponents, showed 
Sentner polled 7813 votes to his 
opponent’s 6960, Berger said. 

Sentner’s opponent in the elec- 
tion, Frank C. Lenhardt, appealed 
to Judge Williams when the count 
began yesterday, and the judge is- 
sued a temporary restraining or- 
der to prevent the election com- 
mittee from conducting its count, 
pending today’s hearing. 


When Deputy Sheriff Frank J. 


McShane went to the sixth- floor 
room in the Title Guaranty Buila- 
ing, 706 Chestnut street, where the 
count was being made, he was un- 
able to gain entrance. The door 
was locked and continued knock- 
ing brought no response, 


Lenhardt, after conferring with 
Judge Wiliams, had gone back to 
the scene of the tabulation and 
sat in as a watcher. His at- 
torney, Dan P. Reardon, was 
not allowed in the room and 
remained outside until McShane 
arrived with the court order. 


When repeated attempts to gain 
admittance to the r met with 
failure, McShane slowly read the 
order in a loud voice, so that those 
inside the room might hear. How- 
ever, Berger said none in the room 
could hear, “there was so much 
noise in the hall and in the room.” 


Lenhardt said, followin the 
tabulation, that he was able to 
hear the order being read while 
he watched the votes being 
counted. He said that when Mo- 
Shane knocked on the door of the 
room, he attempted to open it to 
allow the deputy sheriff to enter, 
but was unable to open the door. 
It was locked from the outside by 
one of Sentner’s men, Reardon 
said. 

‘Why Door Wasn't Opened. 

Berger said he had heard pound- 
ing on the door but that the com- 
mittee ignored it because there 
were sO Many persons in the hall 
who wanted to get in at different 
times that they would have been 
delayed in the tabulation, 

Asked if it was customary for 
election committees.to have the 
door of the counting room locked 
from the outside, he said: “I don't 
know.” 

Berger said the results of the 
election committee's tabulation 
clearly show Sentner’s re-election, 
despite the ballots contested by 
Lenhardt which were ‘cast at 
Evansville, Ind., when the polls 
were re-opened Oct. 20. The count 
showed 680 additional votes for 
Sentner at that time and but 30 
for Lenhardt, he said. 

“The ballots and election re- 
turns were sealed in registered en- 
velopes until the official count be- 
gan at 2 p.m. yesterday,” Berger 
said, “and any previous figures 
were only unofficial estimates.” 

Lenhardt, backed in the election 
by the uniof’s right wing group, 
the UE Members for Democratic 
Action, and his running mates on 
the slate, have asked in their suit 
for an injunction, that the votes 
cast in Evansville, when the polls 
were reopened, be declared in- 
valid. They contend that the sec- 
ond balloting was irregular in that 
the polls had been open officially 
only on Oct. 14, 15 and 16,

Carl Slattery denied that Miss 
Bell had been at his home, but 
his wife told police the young 
woman remained at the Connecti- 
cut street address until about 7 
o’clock last night, when she de- 
parted in a taxicab after receiv- 
ing a telephone cali. Police traced 
the taxi to the Maplewood loop, 
at Manchester and Yale avenues, 
where Miss Bell got- out. There 
is an Overland bus stop near the 
loop, with frequent departures by 
three bus lines. 

Check on other Relative. 


The elder ‘Slatterys and their 
son were being questioned further 
today. Mrs. Russell Slattery, 
whose given name is LaVern, was 
permitted to remain at home to 
care for her four smell children, 
Officers today visited the home of 
another relative of Miss Bell, liv- 
ing near Overland, but found no 
trace of her there, 

Sheriff Bradshaw and other 
Wayne county authorities were 
expected here late today to talk 
to the Slatterys. 

The night before the killing a 
black sedan containing four heavi- 
ly armed men, one of whom was 
recognized as Frank (Cotton) 
Eppelsheimer, notorious Egan 
gangster, stopped at a filling: sta- 
tion and at a restaurant south of 
Belleville, and then was driven in 
the direction of Wayne county, 
the Post-Dispatch learned. The 
driver told the station attendant 
he was Dale Stamper, formerly 
associated with the Shelton gang 
and a former East Side speakeasy 
operator. 

The attendant recognized Ep- 
pelsheimer, it was learned, and 
saw three rifles in the machine 
when the man left the car to go 
into a nearby restaurant. The 
attendant said the machine bore 
a Mexico license plate. A car with 
a sun visor over the windshield 
was reported seen at the scene of 
the Shelton ambush. 

Harris in St. Louis Last Month. 

Russell Slattery told police that 
Harris was in St. Louls last month, 
and he accompanied him in an 
automobile to a number of juke 
box distributing establishments 


and saloons. Slattery described } 


several establishments on Olive 
street, including a bar near 3200 
Olive, where Harrig held a confi- 
dential conversation with the bar- 
tender. Another stop was at a 
juke box establishment “opposite 
the baseball park,” Slattery re- 
lated. 

Slattery said Harris told him 
he was seeking to find some o? 
his former prison acquaintances 
“because things are getting tough 
and the Sheltons are trying to 
run the farmers out of the-coun- 


ty.” Slattery added he did not 


know what former friends Harris 
had geen. 

The Plaza Amusement Co., Inc., 
a juke box concern, formerly had 
its headquarters at 3020 North 
Grand boulevard, opposite Sports- 
man’s Park. Elmer Dowling, a 
notorious hoodlum, is a stockhold- 
er of record in the Plaza firm. 
Others known by police to be con- 
nected with the company include 
Eppelsheimer, Dave (Chippy) Rob- 
inson, Frank (Buster) Wortman, 
and several other gangsters. The 
juke box firm several weeks ago 
moved to 1812 Washington avenue, 
police learned, and the North 
Grand boulevard quarters are re- 
ported to be houdawarters for a 
tobacco business operated by Rob- 
inson and several associates. 

Farmers she near the ambush 
scene told authorities they saw 
Harris and his niece, “Jakey”, 


driving toward the scene when 


the shots were fired. Mrs. Glad- 
stone Keen, & farmer's wife, testi- 
fied at the inquest that after the 
shooting she saw Harris walki 

in the road. Harris remarked, 

Mrs. Keen related, that he was 
“looking for that darn kid, Jakey,” 
adding that the girl jumped out 
of his car when the shooting be- 
gan. Later, Mrs. Keen continued, 


she saw the girl, who told her she 


had been hiding in a bean field. 

A spokesman for the Shelton 
family announced today that 
large rewards would be offered 
for the apprehension of Harris 
and for the conviction of Shelton's 
slayer. The rewards, when posted, 
were expected to be $1000 for the 
arrest of Harris and $5000 for the 
conviction of the slayer. 

Roy Shelton, brother of the slain 
former gang ‘leader, was quoted 
as saying Harris told him two 
days before the ambush: “I’m go- 
ing to shoot Carl Shelton and Ray 


Walker (a Shelton lieutenant) on 
sight.“ Roy Shelton said Harris 


made the remark on a visit to 
Roy’s farm with “Jakey” Bell, Al- 
though Harris was carrying a 
rifle at the time, Roy Shelton said 
he believed Harris was “joking,” 
but he reported the remark next 
day to Carl. 

5 laughed it off and 
said: Charley Wouldn't do that,’” 
Roy stated. 

The feud between the Sheltons 
and Harris and his followers flared 
up last spring after nine Black 
Angus cattle were stolen from 
Carl’s herd. A relative of Harris 
was subsequently “pistol whipped” 
by Walker and “Little Earl” Shel- 
— Carl's nephew, over the miss- 
ing cattle. Harris, who has Indian 
blood, had an earlier dispute with 
Carl over some land.

$110,000 HOLDUP. 


OF PAYROLL A 
BOSTON OFFIC 


No Shots Fired in Biggest 
New England Robbery 
Since ’°35— Halloween 
Mask Worn. 


BOSTON, Oct. 30 (UP) — Bix 
robbers, one of them wearing a 
Halloween funny face mask, held 
up 11 men and women employes 
at a division office of the West- 
inghouse Electric Corp. today and 
escaped with a $110,000 payroll. 


It was the largest cash loot 


taken in any holdup in New Eng- 
land since the $129,000 Fall River 
mail robbery of 1935. 

The holdup was executed swiftly 
and expertly, without the firing of 
a shot, and executives of the firm 
—the B. F. Sturtevant Co.—said 
the robbers appeared familiar 
both with the premises and with 
the payroll procedure. 

The robbers arrived at the plant, 
in the industrial district, at 8:15 
a.m. One remained in the automo- 
22 as the other five entered the 


Quickly they overpowered Pa- 
trolman John Cheever, an armed 
guard assigned to protect the pay- 
roll, which had just been delivered 
by a Brink's, Inc., armored car for 
distribution to the plant’s 3000 
workers, 

When Cheever was slow to obey 
an order to lie flat on the landing 
of the stairs leading to the second 
floor, one of the robbers, who wore 
a burlap sack over his head, struck 
him a vicious blow in the face 
with his fist. 

Two of the robbers guarded the 
prostrate Cheever as the other 
three continued to an outer office 
on the second floor. There they 
forced five girl workers to lie on 
the floor. 

The robber who was assigned 
to guard the girls wisecracked 
jovially with his charges while 
his two accomplices — “Burlap 

and “Funny Face”—con- 
tinued into an adjoining vault. 

In the vault, R. W. Marshall, 
paymaster and cashier of the com- 
pany, was directing a staff of 
four men and women payroll 
workers, including his assistant, 
Mrs. Catherine Johnson of West 
Roxbury 


Using a Colt automatic and a 
nickel-plated revolver, the two 
masked men lined up the five 
ageinst a wall in the vault. Then 
they began stuffing the $110,000 
payroll, in bills up to $20 denomi-. 
nation, into two potato sacks they 
bad brought. 

As the two robbers with the 
money bags emerged from the 
vault, their outer room 
stepped to a window and raised 
and lowered the shade several 
times, apparently as a signal to 
the driver of the getaway car.

They did not look back to past depressions and 
say, in effect, as Mr. Olds’ now says, “We have 
as much steel capacity as the nation will use in 
normal times, so why build more?” 

Instead, they assumed that we would press for- 
ward to higher levels of prosperity, to an age of 
greater mechanization, to an ever-increasing 
number of machines and gadgets to lift the bur- 
den of labor from the shoulders of men.

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They Wouldn’t Say “Yes” or “No” 

Apparently, J. Parnell Thomas is having some 
success in identifying Hollywood figures as Com- 
munists. Ten writers, producers and directors 
have been cited for contempt for refusing to give 

a “yes” or “no” answer to the question: “Are 
— a Communist?” Acting obviously, under ad- 
vice of counsel, the 10 men declined to answer 
on the ground that it is an improper question, or 
that they are protected by the Constitution from 
inquiry into their political beliefs. 

It strikes us that the question is quite proper, 


and we know of nothing in the Constitution that 


is apropos. Surely, the witnesses cannot refer 
to that clause-of the Constitution which pro- 
tects a person from self-incrimination. If that 
clause, indeed; is the one they are invoking, it 


-is an admission by the witnesses that they re- 


gard membership in the Communist party as a 
violation of penal law. That would be playing 
right into the hands of the committee, which is 
seeking, in fact, to outlaw the Communist party. 

While the performance of the House Un-Amer- 
ican Activities has fallen far short of ordinary 
standards of congressional dignity and has 
smacked of cheap melodrama, the behavior of 
the eight men cited for contempt is equally bad. 
If they are Communists—and the committee has 
introduced evidence to that effect—their refusal 


to admit it leaves a very bad taste in the mouth. 


Usually men who belong to belligerent minor- 
ities or who espouse unpopular causes are happy 


and proud to make open avowals. These men 


are not in that mold. Instead, they hide them- 
selves behind the Constitution of the United 
States, the very document that Communism 
would destroy if it had the chance. It is a 
strange and, depressing spectacle. 
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End the ODT? 


If closing the Office of Defense Transportation 
next March 1 is wise, the National Association 
of Shippers’ Advisory Boards’ resolution does 
not show why. The strong appearance is, rather, 
that ODT should operate for some time to come. 

Freight cars are acutely short and the supply 
can improve little in four months. ODT gets in- 
creased use from the existing supply by limiting 
idle time on shippers’ sidings and other meas- 
ures. The great chance for such Government- 
guided conservation is shown in ODT Director 
J. Monroe Johnson's startling fact that freight 
cars now move only 2.9 hours in 24. “If we 
could add seven and one-half minutes to that 
average, he told the Advisory Boards, we could 
lick the freight car shortage, for each minute 
added to the average means 10,000 more cars 
available to shippers.” 

Shippers might well be glad to have a Gov- 
ernment agency help keep freight moving. The 
Advisory Boards are known as handmaidens of 
the railroads. But the carriers, too, might see 
the continued need for the agency that helped 
them do a splendid wartime job and saved them 
from any serious demand for Government op- 


eration. 
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It Is the Counsel That Counts 

Mayor Kaufmann, on the recommendation of 
Public Welfare Director Caulfield; will appoint 
a committee of not more than five persons to 
investigate milk prices and the supply in St. 
Louis. . Counsel also will be appointed to assist 
the. committee. 

The wording of the announcement: seems to 
emphasize the committée rather than the coun- 
sel. If this is a true indication of the impor- 
tance of the roles assigned, it isn’t encouraging. 
In a complex and controversial situation such 
as this, the appointment of a committee is much 
too likely to turn out to be merely an excuse 
for not.taking adequate action. And it is plain 
procrastination to allow, as Mr. Caulfield would 
allow, four to six months for the committee to 
complete its study. 

The purpose and determination of the probe 
will be measured by the kind of man who is 
appointed as special counsel. Missouri has per- 
haps the best anti-trust laws of any state in the 
Union. But they have had no enforcement 
worth mentioning since Attorney General Jesse 
W. Barrett left Jefferson City, in 1925. 

If Mayor Kaufmann really wants action on 
price-fixing on milk, he should pick out for spe- 


‘cial counsel a man who can aid and prod At- 
torney General Taylor and Circuit Attorney 


Griffin into doing now in respect to milk what 
Jesse. Barrett did on lumber and building ma- 
terials in the early 208.

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Hoax in the Grand Manner 

Hans van Meegeren, the Dutch painter whose 
audacious fakes completely deceived the art 
critics and experts, is on trial at Amsterdam for 
artistic forgery. The background of this fasci- 
nating hoax is sketched under the cartoon today. 

Life turns up many oddities, but this one is 
unsurpassed, The critics hate Vah Meegeren— 
but, to pick up their fallen faces, they want him 
found innocent and his paintings found genuine 
Vermeers. Meegeren, however, needs a guilty 


~ verdict to crown the confusion of the experts. 


He needs it also because, if the court should pro- 
nounce his forgeries genuine, he might face trial 
as a Nazi collaborator, since one of them was 
sold to Hermann Goering as a precious Vermeer. 
(Sold, mark it; not stolen by that prince of 
looters.) ~ 

Since the paintings are obviously “genuine” 
forgeries, Van Meegeren deserves his guilty ver- 
dict and Homeric laugh. As punishment fit- 
ting-the crime, the experts would no doubt like 
to see him boiled in oil. However, he has al- 
ready paid high for his fun. Except among the 
experts, a popular sentence would be a one 
gulden fine and lifelong surveillance to make 
sure he never again faked anybody’s painting 
except his own.

To discredit his enemies, the art critics, Hans van Meegeren suc- 
cessfully forged old masters; selling one to Goering brought charges 


0 of Nazi collaboration; the artist, now a broken man, lives in 


hope of forgery conviction and Homeric laugh on the experts. 


Irving Wallace in the Saturday Evening Post, Jan. 11, 1947 


Hans van Meegeren went on trial at 
Amsterdam yesterday on charges of forg- 
ing six paintings by Jan Vermeer, the 
Dutch master, 


The most fantastic art scandal of modern 
times, a crime—which started as a practi- 
cal joke—involving more than $3,000,000 


and the reputations of some of the world’s 


leading art critics and experts, began to 
come to light on the day the Allied investi- 
gators learned that Goering possessed a 
Vermeer. 

Had it been merely pilfered, it could have 
been returned to its rightful owner and 
the case closed. But this oil was one of 
the few that had not been stolen. A Dutch 
expert found a receipt marked “Paid.” It 
proved that someone in the Netherlands 
had coldly sold the great painting to 
Goering’s art procurer. 

The expert was profoundly shocked. Be- 
ing a Quisling was a run-of-the-mill crime. 
But the mishandling of a Jan Vermeer was 
a warped and horrible act. 


Six Fakes: $3,000,000 


Dutch authorities (finally traced the pic- 
ture to) Hans van Meegeren, an artist in 
Amsterdam. He had made $3,000,000 by 
selling his collection of six Vermeers. Five 
he had sold to great museums in The 
Hague, Rotterdam and Amsterdam, The 
authorities were curious about only the 
sixth—the one that had been sold to Goer- 
ing. 

Where had he got it? From a collection 
he had bought in Italy. He had bought 
from Italian Fascists and sold to German 
Nazis? He was promptly arrested. 

They wanted him to admit he was a col- 
laborator, to admit he sold a sacred Ver- 
meer to the Nazis. He refused. They 
hammered. Then Van Meegeren cracked. 


“You idiots!” he shrieked at the police. 
“You fools! I sold no national treasure to 
the Germans! I sold no Vermeer! I sold 
a Van Meegeren! I sold a Vermeer forged 
with my own hands!” 

Van Meegeren dictated his confession. 
He had faked six Vermeers between 1937 
and 1943. He had fooled respected museum 
heads who had purchased the paintings, 
art historians and scientists who had 
tested and expertized them and, above all, 


dozens of critics. 


Experts on a Spot 


The police decided to summon the lead- 
ing experts. Their opinion was unanimous, 
and they were stuck with it. The Vermeers 
they had once judged and accepted, they 
insisted, were still absolutely authentic. 


Their reputations and livelihoods were 
based on the authenticity of those Ver- 
meers. 

Controversy raged. One way or the 
other, Hans van Meegeren was guilty. That 
was clear. But that was not the important 
point. The important point was that the 
oft-debated Question of the knowledge and 
integrity of many experts, and of some 
critics, stood on trial. 

Why not let Van Meegeren paint a new 
forgery in the manner of Vermeer? Van 
Meegeren happily agreed. The experts un- 
happily agreed. 

At last the job was done. The Dutch 
authorities appointed a special jury of in- 


‘and broken man. 


ternational art experts. Van Meegeren's 
fate would depend entirely on the jury’s 
report. A decision would be reached’ in 
May, 1946, But the jury reached no con- 
clusion, A decision would be in September, 
1946. Still the jury wrangled, 


Amsterdam reporters feel there will never 
be a clean-cut decision. “There can’t be,” 
said one, “because all the judges now know. 
the works are fakes, that they were all 


fooled for 10 years, and they just can't 


bring themselves to admit it.” 


Genius In Own Right 


A whole cult in Holland thinks Van 
Meegeren is a genius in his own right. 
They remind you that their hero did not 
copy, but rather created brand-new master- 
pieces. They call it “creative” forgery and 
they say it is no crime but art, and that 
Van Meegeren is perhaps one of theégreat- 
est artists in this category. 


Van Meegeren is less interested in being 
regarded as a genius than in proving that 
his mortal enemies, the art critics, are 
wrong. By the early 1930s, they resented 
his independence, his barbed wit and his 
growing financial success, Too, they re- 
sented his refusal to play ball. In prewar 
Holland, the press was sometimes as venal 
as it was in France. When Dutch crities 
approached him with the routine promise 


of good reviews if he would pay them, Van 


Meegeren indignantly refused. 

So the critics roasted him. The find 
continued and, in 1936, Van Meegeren de- 
termined to get even. He conjured up 
several plans, and in the end it was the 
most difficult and most decisive that 
gripped his imagination. “I would paint 
an old master and have them accept and 
praise it.” 


An Overgrown Joke 


(Here the author relates the painful care 
that Van Meegeren lavished on imitating 
the style and materials of the master, and 
his successful scheme for getting the 
forgery on the market. The first painting 
was accepted ecstatically. Van Meegeren, 


delighted, decided to produce another.) 


In all, he produced six. The public prose- 
cutor of Amsterdam feels thats was his 
biggest crime, “Had he painted his first 
one and made fools of the critics—well, all 
Holland would have laughed and he would 
have been a great hero. But he wanted to 
get rich quick. He turned his little joke 
into a big business.” 

Today, Hans van Meegeren is a tired 
The only thing that 
keeps him going is his burning desire to 
prove beyond all doubt that he tricked the 
high priests of art. 


A minority feel that the case will be 
dropped in the next year or two. The 
majority feels that the international jury 
will be forced to admit the Vermeers are 
clever fakes. If so, Van Meegeren will 
most likely be jailed for two to six years 
or fined $2,000,000.

Seminary Head Says Union 
With Evangelicals Will

Opposition to the proposed mer-

After His Death. 


BALTIMORE,. Oct. 30 (AP) — 
Mrs. Thomas Jex Preston Jr., who 
was married to President Grover 
Cleveland in a White House cere- 
mony when she was 22 years old, 
died here in her sleep yesterday 
at the home of a son at the age 
of 83. 

Private funeral services and 
burial will be held tomorrow in 
Princeton, N.J., her home for 
many years. 

She had come to Baltimore to 
join her son, Richard F. Cleveland, 
in his fiftieth birthday celebration. 

She was a daughter of Mr. and 
Mrs. Oscar Folsom 
N.Y. Her father and Mr. Cleve- 
land were members of the same 
law firm when she was a child. 

When she was a student at 
Wells College and Cleveland was 
governor of New York, he started 
sending her flowers. 

The romance culminated in the 
first presidential marriage in the 
White House. The quiet event 
took place in the Blue Room on 
June 2, 1886. 

The Clevelands had five chil- 
dren, four of whom survive. 

In 1913, five years after Cleve- 
land’s death, Mrs. Cleveland mar- 
ried Preston, a retired professor 
of archeology. They settled on 
the outskirts of Princeton and had 
lived there since,

Duck Outlook Good in Illinois 
Due to Feeding Conditions 


HAVANA, III., Oct. 30 (AP)—When nimrods pull out their guns 
for the migratory waterfowl season opening at noon Tuesday, they'll 
find better duck hunting than last year in the Illinois River Valley, 


a game official said today. 


Frank Bellrose of the Illinois 
Natural History Survey gaid al- 
though the duck population has 
decreased, there will be good hunt+ 
ing because of a later season open- 
ing, more natural food, and bet- 
ter water level conditions attract- 
ing the birds. 

Urose estimated the number 
of ducks in the Illinois Valley at 
250,000 compared with 350,000 a 
year ago when the season started 
two weeks earlier. 

Conditions Generally Favorable. 

There is about 20 per cent more 
natural food along the Illinois 
and Mississippi rivers than last 
year, he said, and the recent rise 
of the Illinois has created proper 
water levels at most lakes. 

“A many thousands or? mal- 
lards arrived from southern Min- 
nesota in the valley last night 
and probably more will be com- 


ing,” Bellrose said. The mallard. 


is the principal duck shot in — 
nois, accounting for about 60 
cent of the hunters’ kill. 

Most of the ducks in the valley 
are scattered from Peoria up to 
Lacon. He reported 100,000 blue- 
bills and 12,000 canvasbacks be- 
tween Rome and Chillicothe, about 
10,000 widgeons and 15,000 ruddy 
ducks at Rice Lake southeast of 
Canton and Round Lake near Chil- 
licothe. 

However, he added, water at 
Rice Lake is too low to permit 
opening of the state preserve there 
to shooting and deep mud has 
made it impossible to reach the 
blinds.

At one time many Laborites and 
socialists preached abolition of 
the House of Lords and the 
hereditary privileges, which, they 
argued, were unnecessary and un- 
democratic. The middle class 
laughed at the House of Lords— 
but aspired to it. In Gilbert and 
Sullivan’s “Jolanthe,” the Lords 
were described as “doing nothing in 
particular and doing it very well.” 
It was the Liberals under Asquith 
and Lloyd George in 1909-11 who 
changed the Lord’s veto to merely 

a delaying force. The power to 
amend Commons legislation, as 
was shown on the recent trans- 
port nationalization bill, remained. 


Peers Created by Labor. 
In their practical, reluctantly 
revolutionary way, the British 
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have kept their House of Lords 
q with all its frills and trimmings 
but cut down its power just as it 
\ kept the outward show of mon- 
archy with a king who reigns but 
does not rule.

He 
was promoted to Marquess but 
never attained his reported 
heart's desire. 


“Nobility” and socialism are 
not necessarily contradictory.

The 
preamble continued that such sub- 
stitution could not be immedi- 
ately brought into operation, so 
therefore it was proper to “limit” 
and “define” the powers of the 
new Second Chamber. 

By 1934 the Labor party was 
content merely to announce that 
in asking for a mandate from the 
people in a general election it 
would “make it clear to the coun 
try that in placing its policy be 
fore the people it was also ask- 
ing for a mandate to deal forth- 
with with any attempt by the 
House of Lords to defeat the will 
of the people by rejecting, muti- 
lating or delaying measures which 
formed an essential part of the 
program approved by the electo- 
rate. 

In their-declaration for the 1948 
general election, the Laborites 
said: 

* “We give clear notice that we 
will . tolerate obstruction of th 
people's will by the House o 
Lords.” 

Conservative’s Attitude. 

The Conservative opposition, un- 
der the leadership of Churchill 
and Eden in the Commons and 
Lord Salisbury in Lords argued 
last week that the Government 
had no popular mandate for the 
forthcoming legislation. Churchill 
interrupted Attlee’s speech to snarl 
that the plan was “a deliberate 
act of social aggression.“ So it is 
even if the Prime Minister did 
say he could not agree with his 
predecessor.

PLAN OFFERED BY KRUG 


Projects to Cost $2, 


Amount of Land 


148,000,000, Double

PHOENIX, Ariz., Oct. 30 (AP) 


A seven-year reclamation con- 
struction program involving ex- 
penditure of $2,148,000,000 was 
proposed today to the National 
Reclamation Association by Sec- 
retary of the Interior Krug. | 

In a speech before the associa- 
tion’s annual convention, Krug 
said the projected developme 
would bring 4,000,000 acres, em- 
bracing 40,000 farms, under irri- 
gation by the end of fiscal year 
1954. 


This would increase the total 
lands now irrigated with reclama- 
tion water to more than 8,000,000 
acres, he told the convention. 


Along with the expanded irriga- 
tion, the new construction would 
add 2,250,000 kilowatts of power 
generating capacity by 1954, or 
enough power for 21 cities the size 
of Denver, Krug explained. 

He said the proposed program—‘ 
which he termed “modest”—could 
be accomplished within the limits 
of preesnt congressional author- 
ized projects. 

Increase in Population. 

Explaining what he considers 
the need for the outlined seven- 
year program, Krug said: 

“Somie 10,000,000 persons will be 
added to the nation by 1960. The 


Majority of them should make 
their homes in the West. If we 
deeviop western agricultural and 
industrial facilities, no other area 
has the same economic opportu- 


nity for these 10,000,000 people. 
Should (they) settle in the estab- 


lished population centers, of the 


for existing jobs with a most de- 
pressing effect on the labor mar- 
ket.” 

President Truman said in a 
message to the convention that ef- 
ficiency and economy in domestic 
expenditures “demand a_ long 
range appropriation program” for 
reclamation. He said that “de- 
velopment plans for the required 
magniture can be executed effi- 
ciently only if the responsible 
agencies have knowledge of the 
funds they may expect over a pe- 
riod of years.” 

“In the past 45 years reclama- 
tion development has been proven 
as a means of attaining better 
living in the 17 western states. 
Over 4,000,000 acres of land have 
been irrigated, more than 2,000,000 
kilowatts of hydroelectric capacity 
have been installed, and flood wa- 
ters have been held back and 
utilized. These achievements, 

reat as they are, are not great 
enough to meet the problems fac- 
ing us today. The conservation 
and wise use of our national re- 
sources are essential to our ex- 
istence as a nation,” Truman said. 

Valley Authorities Opposed. 

The association is opposed to 
valley authorities because of their 
“socialistic, non-democratic na- 
ture” and their “threat to the 
water rights of the western 
states,” association president Rob- 
ert W. Sawyer of Bend, Ore,, said 
at the opening of the convention 
yesterday. He asserted that crea- 
tion of a Missouri Valley Author- 
ity would “delay rather than 
hasten, the task of controlling its

“On the other hand,“ he added, 


“authorization for the necessary 
work that will control the floods, 
irrigate the land and produce the 
power has already been given the 
Bureau of Reclamation and the 
Corps of Engineers.

Passage of a tax reduction bill 
early in the special session of 
Congress to begin Nov. 17 was 
predicted by Representative Al- 
bert L. Reeves Jr., of the Fifth 


Missouri (Kansas City) district, in 
an address before the John Mar- 
shall Club of Republican lawyers 
at Hotel Chase last night. 

Reeves said the tax measure 
would be passed “before the pas- 
sage of legislation for relief. of 
‘Tforeign peoples,” and that, if ve- 
toed by President Truman, it 
would be passed over the veto by 
Doth houses. : 

“It will provide in one bill per- 
ſcentage reductions in all income 
brackets,” he said, and will ex- 
tend to all married couples the 
privilege of ‘income splitting’ for 
Federal income tax purposes, now 
enjoyed only in the so-called 
‘community property’ states.” 

es As to Prices. 

Reeves charged the Truman Ad- 
ministration with responsibility 
for high food and staple prices. 
He said that “by a planned pro- 
gram of inflation commencing in 
1934, by consistent practice of the 
‘economy of scarcity’ theory, and | 
by its vast purchases in domestic 
markets of commodities for ex- 
port, the New Deal and its rag- 
tail successor have ‘caused and 
iperpetuated the high level of 
| prices.” 
| “By its purchase of 49,000,000 
bushels of wheat in three weeks, 
the Government forced the price 
up 24 cents a bushel, and now it 
asks what makes the price 30 
high,” he went on. “It has at- 
tempted to find a series of ‘whip- 
ping boys,’ and now the strategy 
is to unload the whole mess in 
the lap of Congress.” 

The Republican. congressman, 
who was elected last November 
from the district where President 
Truman intervened personally to 
force the nomination of ‘Enos 
Axtell by the Democrats, recalled 
the President’s promise of “co- 
operation,” made after that elec- 
tion had resulted in making both 
houses Republican. Giving in- 
stances of co-operation,“ he 
charged that the President's 
promise was ill-fated, because the 
speaker’s belief, it represented no 
sincere purpose. * 

On the Labor Bill. 

Speaking of the Taft-Hartley 
labor bill, Reeves said the Presi- 
dent vetoed tt, “for purely political 
considerations, dictated by thé 
radical and left-wing elements 
which today still dominate the 
administration.” 

“The rank and file of labor have 
come to the realization that a 
great disservice and injury were 
done to the cause of labor by the 
fantastic and false propaganda 
directed at the act by the Presi- 
dent and the labor radicals who 
dominated his thinking on the sub- 
ject,” he said. “Not only did he 
not co-operate with the Republi- 
can majority, but he failed to co- 
operate with the majority of his 
own party, which in both Houses 
voted to override his veto.

OT long ago an unidentified a 


No such thing in these days.

Plane Character Changed.

Each 
new instrument added makes the 
flying machine into something it 
never before had been. 5 

First an instrument enabled it 
to fly in darkness and cloud, Then 
it was given ears so it could fol- 
low a thread of sound unerringly 
from one point to another. Soon a 


third instrument gave it ability to 
climb over most storms, 

Within the last few years a se- 
ries of instruments has enabled 
the airplane to take off and land 
without visibility, to pick its way 
carefully through the least turbu- 
lent areas of sky, to steer itself 
across trackless oceans, to precipi- 
tate rain from a cloud, to survey 
accurately areas of the earth 
which no human eye has ever 
seen, to take photographs through 
the heaviest overcast, to choose 
the path of least headwinds over 
great distances. 


And the end is not yet! Gadgets 
which automatically prevent air- 
craft from running into one an- 
other in dense traffic and heavy 
weather are under way. Gadgets 
to tell us exactly how. any blue- 
printed aircraft will perform be- 
fore it is built are in process of 
development. In fact the page on

Primarily it tells us that avia- 
tion is still in the infancy of its 
ſutllity, still erratic, still beset with 
all the inefficiencies of youth.

Each time some new 
gadget paved the way to progress, 
and the pace js being accelerated.

Demand for Technicians, 

The call will not be for young 
men to spring to arms, but to in- 
struments — to radarscopes, to 
blind-landing devices, to commu- 
nication centers, to valves and 
dials ahd computers of a myriad 
kind, These thoughts we should 
bear in mind when deliberating 
on such subjects as universal mili- 
tary training, industrial prepared- 
ness and civilian organization for 
defense. 

This gadget business should 
also be remembered when we so 
academically discuss war. The 
gadgets will bring it home to 
roost on our doorsteps, the better 
in foul than fair weather, the 
more to civilians than to military 
forces. 

In conversation not long ago 
with Rear Admiral Luis de Flo- 
rez, a world-famous gadgeteer 
and war-time’ head of the Special 
Devices Division of the Navy Bu- 
reau of Aeronautics, I was told 
that the evolution of instruments 
was one of the most magnificent 
trends in the world ‘today and 
might well make or break the 
future. Applying that reasoning 
to what instruments have done 
in changing the character of air

PAIR RECOVER BODY | 
ENTOMBED IN CAVE;

Bench and Bar Often Lax. 


Asserting that bench and bar 
“have been lax in our practices, 
and all too often have failed to 
give an accused counsel either 
before he enters his plea or stands 
rer the Supreme Court Justice 


eek. — the Missouri pence 
2 "Judie 1 took steps 
to make sure when a prisoner 
appears without counsel tn a fel- 
ony case that hig right to coun- 
sel is protected. A new revised 
procedure was adopted for all 
such cases to provide that the 
prisoner be informed of his right 
to counsel and in fact have coun- 
sel before he pleads or stands for 
trial, unless an intelligent waiver 
is made.

able,” but that “courts and their 
officers have special responsibili- 
ties to maintain those rights.” 
What is done in courts, he said, 
“sets the tone for the whole com- 
munity” since it is “in and 4 
the courtrooms of the land, not 
in the history books, that the vi- 
tality of the Bill of Rights is to 
be found.” 

Members of the bar have a spe- 
cial obligation to see to it that 
the administration of justice con- 
forms to constitutional standards, 
Douglas said, He continued: 

“It is, of course, natural to find 
the bar engrossed in those sub- 
jects which occupy the time of 
members in their practice of law, 
Most do not practice criminal law 
and administration of justice in 
the criminal courts is thus not 
prominent on the agenda. 

“But it is a healthy sign to find 
this attitude changing. Commit- 
tees on the Bill of Rights are in- 
creasing. The realization is grow- 
ing that while our democratic 
scheme of life is under mounting 
criticism and challenge by those 
who would destroy it, one of the 
most important tasks confronting 
us is to eliminate the justifiable 
criticisms which are leveled 
against it. 

“If in practice we live up to the 
ideals of the Bill of Rights, we 
will have brought greater unity 
into our national life. Moreover, 
we will have won new prestige for 
a government of laws.” 

The “great work of the bar” in 
the civil rights field is not to be 
found in the cases which have 
reached the high tribunals, said 
Justice Douglas, Pointing to the 
local field as the one which “can 
most profitably be patrolled,” he 
raised these questions: 

“What goes on in the jails? 
How long are prisoners kept in- 
communicado before ing 
booked? Are they booked on fic- 
titious charges to conceal another 
charge not yet established? Do 
third-degree practices go on be- 
hind the clesed doors of police 
stations? Are the odious general 
warrants re-entering the Ameri- 
can scene?

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Folding Drier for 
Home Laundering 


By Genevieve Smith 


OW’S the time to make win- 

ter laundering easier. One 

of the best aids to making 
lighter work of those . “few 
things” you're always doing out 
—especially where children fig- 
ure in the family picture—are in- 
door clothes driers that meet 
your needs. Here are some of 
the types now being stocked by 
housewares departments: 

Wall driers, for drying a very 
few pieces at a time, consider the 
dryers with arms that swing 
from a bracket. This bracket is 
easily screwed in place on the 
wall—perhaps where it will get 
a current of warm air from a 
radiator or other source of heat. 
One style n coming into stores 
has un long arms that 
fold down against the wall to 
become quite inconspicuous. 
These are mostly enameled-fin- 
ished steel. There are many 
kinds of the familiar driers with 
three or four smaller arms that 
swing from side to side. If you 
get wood, look to the finish to 
see that it won’t snag hose and 
other delicate fabrics. 


Folding racks that slip on a 


chair, on a door knob, or even 


on top of the door come in many 


forms. Most of these are enamel 
painted metal. One advantage of 
the kind that slips over the top 
of a door is that the freshly 
laundered items are out of the 
way of small investigating hands 
of runabouts. 

Folding stands take more room, 
but they also give you much 
more drying space from 20 to 30 
feet or so in most cases. You 
have a choice of the accordion 
type and the umbrella type, both 
of which fold up into reasonable 
compact packages. Such a stand 
can be set anywhere that is con- 
venient, including back porch or 
yard in warm weather.

Messages Cast Up by Rolling Tides: 


Leffers Thrown Into Sea Delivered on Average of Three Years Later—Funny ahd Tragic

MAN fishing off the coast of 

England last summer was 

mildly surprised when he took 
home his catch, slit open a mack- 
erel and discovered a bottle con- 
taining a message. The message 
had been written and tossed afloat 
by a British field artillery private, 
Hutchinson by name, and its 3000- 
mile odyssey provided another in- 
cident in the annals of messages 
that have been delivered by the 
sea. | 
Not only ichthyic interiors, but 
also jugs, jars, boxes, bottles and 
other containers have yielded up 
notes and letters, some of them 
started in fun, others the dra- 
matic recitals of a struggle for 
survival by explorers, airmen and 
seafaring men. The mysterious 
disappearance of men and ships 
have occasionally been solved by 
the washing up of a bottle onto 
a beach, thousands of miles away, 
and in addition scientists have 
learned much about ocean currents 
and wind drifts from their wan- 
derings, 

On the avérage it takes a bot- 
tled message three years to be 
delivered by ocean currents, but 
one ¢ry for help drifted a century 
and a half before it found a 
reader, A Japanese seaman, 
named Matsuyama, embarked on 
a treasure hunt with 44 compan- 
ions, in 1784. Overcome by storms, 
the group of adventurers :.were 


cast on an uninhabited coral reef 


in mid-Pacific, and died of starva- 
tion, but Matsuyama recorded 
their history on pieces of wood, 
sealed them in a bottle and set 
it adrift. In 1935, the bottle was 
discovered, oddly enough at Mat- 
suyama’s birthplace, Hiratutemu- 
ra. 

More fortunate was the polar 
explorer, Evelyn Baldwin, who 


scribbled a note, Five ponies and 


150 dogs remaining. Desire hay, 
fish, and 30 sledges. Must return 


‘early in August,” sealed it in a 


buoy and tossed it into the Atlan- 
tic Ocean. Written in June 234, 
1902, the note had lost its urgency 
by the time it was found by a 
Soviet fisherman last year, near 
Vilkitski Island off the Arctic 
coast, Luckily Baldwin and his 
party had come through safely, 
and the explorer himself had died 
in his bed in 1933. 

Even though the delivery of a 
seaborne message is unreliable in 
the extreme, it seems to be a na- 
tural impulse for someone whose 
remaining life may be measured 
in fours to record the story of 
those last hours even though his 


story may not be found for years. 
Bottles set afloat by survivors 
during World War II have turned 
up and will probably continue to 
turn up for some time. In July 
1943, for instance, a man at 
Smith’s Island, Md., found in the 
Chesapeake Bay a glass jug con- 
taining an Ace of diamonds play- 
ing card, and a piece of paper 
marked, “March 6, 1942, coast of 
North Africa, four sailors on a 
raft,” and the names and ad- 
dresses of the lost sailors. 


More than one marine mystery 
has been solved by a floating mes- 
sage. A steamship, the “Huronian” 
disappeared in the Atlantic in the 
early part of the century without 
a trace, and searching parties 
were unable to find any evidence 
at all. Four months after the 
“Huronian” disappeared, a tightly 
corkéd bottle was washed up onto 
the Nova Scotian coast. In it was 
a message, “‘Huronian’ turned 
turtle in Atlantic, Sunday night, 14 
of us in a boat.” 

The fact that the note was un- 
signed led many to believe that it 
was a hoax, since it is not un- 
common for imaginative persons 
to pen imaginative “last words” 
following a publicized sea disas- 
ter. However, five years later, a 
second bottled message was found 
on the sands of Northern Ireland, 
which read, “‘Huronian’ sinking 
fast. Top heavy, one side awash. 
Good-bye mother and sisters — 
Charlie M'Fell, greaser.” The 


steamship company’s records 
proved that the “Huronian” had 
carried a man by that name and 
members of his family claimed 
to recognize his handwriting, so 
the 5-year-old mystery was solved. 

Another solved sinking involved 
the West Hartlepool steamer, 
“Saxilby,” bound from Newfound- 
land to Port Talbot, which disap- 
peared in 1933, with 26 men 
aboard. Nothing was heard of 
their fate until April, 1936 when a 
man walking along a beach kicked 
a coco tin, and because it “sound- 
ed different,” opened it. The note 
inside read, “S.S. ‘Saxilby’ sinking 
somewhere off Irish coast. Love 
to sisters, brothers and Dinah— 
Joe Okane.” As in the case of the

P. Holland, away from American 
shores more than a year, wrote 
14 letters, sealed them into 
a bottle with tar, and threw them 
into the ocean on March 30, 1940, 
requesting’ that the finder mail 
the letters. The bottle was found 
on April 9, 1946, by a Chicago tav- 
ern owner vacationing at Lake 
Worth, Fla., and except for a few 
water-soaked letters on which 
names were illegible, the mail was 
sent on its way. 

A bottle which floated upstream 
was the one sent on its watery 
journey by Lovice Daniels of 
Trenton, Mo. Thrown into the 
Grand river last June, it was 
found by a fisherman in the Yel- 
lowstone river near Big Timber, 
Mont., in August. The Grand and 
the Yellowstone are both trib- 
utaries of the Missouri but their 
junction with the main stream is 
about 700 miles apart as the crow 
flies and farther as the Missouri’ 
flows. The only explanation was 
that the bottle floated up by “re- 
verse current,” which is similar to 
ocean undertow, 


Bottle messages with a praise- 
worthy purpose are those set 
afloat by George Phillips, a Meth- 
odist of Tacoma, Wash., who has 
carried on a world-wide mission- 
ary effort since April 9, 1940, by 
means of sending to sea his “gos- 
pel bombe esl nes tracts in- 
serted in bottles and cast upon the 


waves. He estimates that he has 
set afloat 15,000 bottles, and to 
date has received almost 1000 re- 


turn cards, indicating the place 
and date of recovery, from 21 
countries, 

Some of the return cards have 
indicated remarkable experiences. 
For instance, one was written by 
a Catholic prison chaplain in 
Mexico who told of a prisoner 
who escaped from his cell, made 
his way to the beach, and, find- 
ing one of the messages, returned 
to continue his term. . Another: 
Two fishermen in the Philippines, 
paddling their skiff through shal- 
low water, retrieving a preserv- 
ing bottle, found in it the mes 
sage of “glad tidings ‘and great 
joy.” The card was returned with 
a letter of appreciation for hav- 
ing received such an assuring 
message so unexpectanly.

More romantic than remunera- 
tive was the message sent by two 
Migsouri boys who put their faith 
in the river rather than a Pen 
Pals club.

The contents showed 
that the note had been cast into 
either the Mississippi or Missouri 
rivers on August 19, 1924; the 
writers, two boys, 17 and 22 years 
old, requested that if the finder 
was a girl she should write to 
them at the inclosed R. F. D. Mis- 
souri address, but if a man, no 
communication was desired. The 
two, and possibly their wives, 
undoubtedly would have been sur- 
prised had a feminine answer been 
forthcoming. One can even imagine 
their frantic explanations, “Really, 
dear, she must have found my 
name and address in a bottle on 
the beach .. .” their voices trail- 
ing off in despair, at trying to 
convince the little woman of that 
story. :

EW ways with fish are part of 

the Citizens Food Committee's 

Consumer Service Peace Plate 
program, planned in the interest 
of better health, eating, budgeting. 
There are plenty of fish in the 
sea, and many of the varieties now 
in market can be used in Golden

rika, one egg, slightly beaten with 
one tablespoon water, one fourth 
cup fat. 


Remove skin and bone from fish 
and cut into pieces for serving. 


(It desired, use fish fillets.) Mix 


corn meal and seasonings: Dip 
pieces of fish in beaten egg, then 
in seasoned corn meal, and saute 
in hot fat in frying pan until 
golden brown on one side. Turn 
carefully and brown on other side. 
Serve hot with lemon wedges. 
Serves six. . 


*Variation: Substitute leftover 
fine dried bread crumbs for corn 
meal; or dip fish in milk, then in 
seasoned flour, 


To make dried crumbs: Dry out 
leftover bread in warming oven or 
in slow oven. When crisp, put 
through food chopper, or break up 


and roll fine with rolling pin. Sift, 
if desired, 
Potato Shreddies. 

Four raw potatoes, peeled, grat- 
ed and drained; one teaspoon salt, 
one fourth teaspoon pepper, one 
third to one half cup fat. 

Combine potatoes and season- 
ings, mixing lightly with fork. 
Melt part of fat in heavy skillet 
over high heat. Drop small por- 
tions of potato mixture into hot 
skillet; spread each portion out 
thin, Fry on each side over high 
heat until nicely browned.

ECENTLY a gang of teen- 
Ra. boys looted 12 convents 

and 10 private homes in Phil- 
adelphia. Through the alertness 
of two small girls who recog- 
nized one of the young criminals, 
five were rounded up. 

Referring to “the wave of juve- 
nile delinquency,” John Edgar 
Hoover, at a reunion of the as- 
sociates of the F.B.I. last month, 
said: “It is attributable more to 
neglect of our youth than to any 
other factor.”

HE EXPRESSED surprise that 
we have not had since the war 
even greater violence, and af- 
firmed that “the biggest obstacle 
in the pathway of law enforce-
